Four new 
positions are proposed — 
directors of finance and ad¬ 
ministration, public safety, 
human resources and services, 
and public works — while the 
law department would remain 
with the town solicitor, 
prosecutor, and assistant 
solicitor. 

Each of the four new positions 
have identical duties, phrased 
identically by the manager in 
the literature accompanying a 
flow chart of the new plan. The 
directors are appointed by and 
are responsible to the manager, 
supervise and direct the ser¬ 
vices of the departments under 
him, can recommend the hiring 
and firing of employes, and see 
to the carrying out of all laws 
pertaining to his departments. 

However, little has been said 
about the cost of the plan, which 
several citizens asked about at 
the hearing. Westman did not 
return two telephone calls 
placed to him in late September 
by the Citizen concerning the 
plan.

We have consistently 
supported amendments to cut 
programs, even when curtailing 
worthy programs has made the 
decisions tough ones. We have 
done this so that we could vote 
against this bloated tax in¬ 
crease, and thus protect the 
taxpayer. 

We have often been 
castigated on the house floor as 
heartless by those represen¬ 
tatives who were championing 
specific programs we wanted to 
cut. One representative gave a 
shrill speech accusing us of 
wanting to cut the number of 
state employees, because we 
had few of them in our districts. 

Her district is full of civil 
service employees, she said. 1 
wonder how many taxpayers 
she has in her district. Who is 
protecting them? 

The truth is that if we tax¬ 
payers are to survive, there is 
just not enough money to pay 
for all the programs now being 
run by state government. Some 
of them have to go. Some state 
workers have to lose their jobs. 

Some people have to lose state 
services. 

We have to think in terms of 
the old phrase that sums up the 
philosophy of Utilitarianism, 

“the greatest good for the 
greatest number.” That is what 
government should provide. 

While I feel an obligation to 
help those who cannot help the pr 
themselves, I feel a great P re P a 
obligation toward my largest lirst 
constituency, the working seas0 
taxpayers at all income levels Kesid 
who have to foot the bill.

Former Police Chief R. 
Kenneth Grady favored the 
Massachusetts group to study 
Agawam during his 
disagreement with Westman 
over a study group. Grady 
refused to sign an agreement 
for the IACP study, but Borgatti 
signed when he became acting 
chief. 

Poor reports about the IACP 
study group prompted Grady’s 
refusal. 

“In Hyannis, I understand 
they bodily threw out the group, 
in another town, the in¬ 
vestigator spent his time in a 
beer joint with a police 
sergeant, and two other towns 
compared the studies and found 
them to be identical except for 
the names of the towns,” Grady 
said. 

The IACP is based in 
Gaithersburg, Maryland. One 
of its local officials, Police Chief 
William Quinn of Newton, said 
previous performances by 
study groups may preclude any 
more sty dies.
